They’re tearing up Bernal Heights. 

I came back from vacation and all 
the streets around my house were 
blocked off with “no parking” signs 
and the heavy equipment was rip¬ 
ping the pavement open. We re 
getting new sewer pipes, which is a 
fine thing. Your neighborhood will 
be in the queue pretty soon; it’s a 
city wide project, and in the end it 
will cost $4 billion. 

A lot of that money will go 
for digging trenches in the streets. 
Trenching and backfilling is pricey, 
tens of thousands of dollars a block. 
And it’s making me crazy that we’re 
spending all that money on excava¬ 
tion contractors and we’re not taking 
advantage of the opportunity. 

Every ditch I see, every detour 
sign, every annoyed resident who 
can’t find a place to park, makes me 
want to scream. We’re doing all this 
work for the sewer lines, which are a 
crucial part of the civic infrastructure. 
Why aren’t we using the same money, 
the same equipment, the same holes 
in the streets to lay electrical and 
fiber optic cable? 

Fiber’s cheap — compared to the 
cost of bringing all the gear out, hir¬ 
ing the people to operate it, putting 
the dirt back in the holes, and pour¬ 
ing new blacktop. The thin wires that 
could carry the world’s information 
system directly and cheaply to every 
house in the city is on the order of 
what Sup. Ross Mirkarimi likes to

Cleaner power, cleaner money 


PG&E’s first 
big lies 

EDITORIAL The San Francisco 
Chronicle reported Aug. 2 that Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co. is almost 
certain to miss the state’s deadline 
for increased renewable energy gen¬ 
eration. It’s a pretty modest goal: 20 
percent of the company’s electricity 
is supposed to come from renew¬ 
able sources by 2010. But PG&E is 
nowhere near on track. 

But the company is well on its 
way to spending a record amount of 
money to block San Francisco voters 
from passing the Clean Energy Act, 
which would allow the city to develop 
renewable energy on a schedule that 
would meet much more aggressive 
goals. A political front group funded 
by the utility has already mailed out 
or paid operatives to place on door¬ 
knobs tens of thousands of flyers 
packed full of lies about the proposal. 
It’s the earliest we’ve ever seen a full- 
scale ballot campaign get underway 
— the election isn’t until Nov. 4. By 
then the barrage of PG&E misinfor¬ 
mation will reach a fever pitch. 

So it’s not too early to start 
evaluating the campaign rhetoric 
and exposing the most ridiculous of 
the lies. 

PG&E is starting out with four 
basic themes that will probably form 
the center of the fall campaign. The 
main attack will be economic — the 
measure, PG&E will say, is too costly 
for these tough economic times. 

The information the company’s 
flacks are putting out is so blatantly 
inaccurate that it’s hard to take any 
of it seriously. Here’s what the utility 
is saying: 

• The Clean Energy Act will 
cost $4 billion and raise electric rates 
by $400per household. That’s based 
on two complete fallacies, and even 
by PG&E’s standards, this has to 
go down as one of the worst lies 
in local political history. For start¬ 
ers, PG&E is assuming that the 
city will decide to buy out its old 
local distribution system (that’s not 
mandated in the Clean Energy Act; 
there may be smarter ways to get 
into the renewable energy and public 
power business). But even if the city 
did buy the system, there’s no way 
it would cost close to $4 billion. 

The state Board of Equalization

OPINION Nine months ago neigh¬ 
borhood leaders from the Potrero 
Hill and the Bay view districts were 
invited to stand and applaud at a 
press conference at Mirant’s Potrero 
Power Plant. As reported in the San 
Francisco Chronicle : “One of the state’s 
oldest and dirtiest power plants ... 
could shut down as soon as 2009, city 
leaders announced... The mayor said 
the signing represented ‘an important 
day in the history of the city.’ ” 

But now that signed agreement 
to close Mirant — through a decade- 
long effort to have the city run its 
own power-generating “peaker plants” 
as a replacement — is itself on the 
verge of extinction. Mayor Gavin 
Newsom, a probable candidate for 
governor and choosing political expe¬ 
diency over cleaner air, reversed field 
and claimed that the cleanest way to 
close Mirant... is to keep part of it run¬ 
ning. And a number of environmental 
activists backed him up, claiming that 
the city-owned peaker plants would 
bring more pollution to southeast San 
Francisco than retrofitted combustion 
turbines at the Mirant plant. 

How can that be, when even 
conservative estimates admit that the 
newer city-owned turbines run 30 to 


35 percent cleaner than the 40-year- 
old Mirant turbines? 

The answer is money. 

The argument goes like this: 
the city-owned peaker plants are 
funded by $273 million in revenue 
bonds and a contract with the state’s 
Department of Water Resources 
that runs until 2015. After that, the 
debt remaining on the bonds would 
require the city to run the peakers for 
more hours and many more years of 
operation than retrofitted combustion 
turbines at the Mirant plant. The 
Mirant proposal would be financed 
by reliability contracts from the 
state’s Independent System Operator 
(Cal-ISO) that essentially pay for the 
turbine capacity, not actual operation. 
That means fewer running hours, 
and no potential cost to the city’s 
budget. Therefore, the Mirant retro¬ 
fit is less polluting, and the genera¬ 
tors can be shut down sooner. 

That’s been a persuasive argu¬ 
ment so far, and it has stopped fur¬ 
ther consideration of the city-owned 
peakers. But the argument misses one 
important fact and one critical ques¬ 
tion. The fact is that the city-owned 
peakers don't cost $273 million anymore ; 
Cal-ISO agreed in June that the 


fourth peaker plant (to be located at 
the airport) wasn’t necessary, leading 
to savings of more than $110 million. 

There’s an even more impor¬ 
tant question: why don’t we finance 
the city-owned peaker plants using 
Cal-ISO’s reliability contracts 
instead of the bonds and the DWR 
contract? Apparently no one at the 
Mayor’s Office, the Public Utilities 
Commission, or the environmental 
groups supporting the Mirant retrofit 
has asked this question. Yet it provides 
the cleanest answer to the dilemma of 
the peaker plants — it would give us 
the cleanest machines, under city con¬ 
trol and policy, so they can only run 
when absolutely necessary and we can 
shut them down as soon as possible. 

At the end of the day the proposal 
for a Mirant retrofit isn’t really about a 
retrofit at all — it’s a proposal to keep 
the city’s energy future in the hands of 
others. The choice facing us — at City 
Hall, in the environmental commu¬ 
nity, and in the neighborhoods — is 
between being smart about our energy 
policy or handing over that policy to a 
corporate boardroom in Atlanta, sfbg

THE SPRAY GOES ON 

Local heroes James Carey, Daniel 
Harder, and Jeff Rosendale deserve 
respect for their work exposing the 
light brown apple moth (LBAM) 
spray plan [Local hero, 7/30/08]. But 
contrary to your report, they have not 
stopped the spray program. 

The state still plans to spray 
urban areas, just from truck foggers 
or by hand instead of from airplanes. 
They also plan on sticking the chemi¬ 
cals to telephone poles, trees, and so 
forth in cities. Meanwhile they are 
continuing their plan to spray from 
airplanes in “rural areas,” some near 
Bay Area cities and many on moun- 
taintops or ridges, allowing for plenty 
of drift into the cities. 

The spray (a mix of pheromones 
and various other chemicals) has not 
been tested for its health effects on 
humans. Millions will be exposed, 
including children, the elderly, and 
people with chronic diseases — for 
example, the immune-compromised 
and chemically sensitive who are espe¬ 
cially vulnerable — many of whom 
moved to the Bay Area for safe haven. 

We won a symbolic victory against 
the Schwarzenegger administration’s 
pro-corporate, anti-human spraying 
plan. It’s worth celebrating, but it’s 
crucial to be clear that we haven’t won 
yet. Many of us are exquisitely vulner¬ 
able to toxic exposure, including lots 
of longtime dedicated social justice 
activists, and cannot afford to be aban¬ 
doned as this program goes through. 
Keep fighting until we stop this point¬ 
less, violent program.

San Francisco has made significant 
progress toward becoming a bike- 
friendlier city, including a more than 
30 percent increase in Market Street 
ridership in just a year. 

I commute down Market Street 
every day from the Mission District to 
Spear Street. It’s always such a plea¬ 
sure to coast down with other bicycles 
and the groupings of Muni buses and 
trains in their dedicated transit lanes. 
Between transit and the increase in 
bikes, there already seems little room 
for cars — especially considering that 
most of them seem to be driven by 
out-of-town commuters and tourists. 

For those who do live here, I’m 
always shocked that anyone would 
choose to drive down Market. Having 
been born and raised in our fair city, I 
can probably easily count the times I’ve 
driven down Market Street. It’s con¬ 
gested, there’s no parking, and it offers 
little maneuverability. Encouraging 
motorists to take dedicated corridors 
such as Folsom, Howard, Bush, or 
Pine seems like a much better idea. 

Arguments from merchants carry 
little weight with me considering that 
none of the downtown parking lots 
have Market Street entrances and 
I would think that less congestion 
and easy pedestrian mobility would 
encourage folks to come downtown. 

As the density of San Francisco 
grows — especially in the 
Downtown/SoMa/Mission Bay 
neighborhoods, we will be hard- 
pressed to ensure that we can provide 
safe, healthy, and reliable transit 
options. While easily construed as 
just another anti-car movement, the 
transition of Market Street to a mass 
transit and bike-only corridor seems 
like a good first step.

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year, and PG&E’s own appraisers 
participate in the discussions. Last 
year the BOE concluded that all of 
PG&E’s local property — includ¬ 
ing a big downtown office building 
— was worth about $1.2 billion. 
PG&E, to our knowledge, has never 
attempted to have that figure (and 
thus its own tax bill) increased to $4 
billion. Without the office building, 
which the city would have no need 
to buy, the actual distribution system 
is probably worth closer to $800 mil¬ 
lion — putting PG&E’s number off 
by a factor of five. 

The $400 per year figure is based 
on the cost of paying off $4 billion 
in bonds — but all the Clean Energy 
Act does is give the supervisors the 
ability to issue revenue bonds. Unlike 
typical general obligation bonds, the 
revenue bonds would not be backed 
by taxpayers, and would be repaid 
by the money the city would make 
selling retail electricity. And the only 
way the supervisors would move to 
take such a dramatic step as an emi¬ 
nent domain action to seize PG&E’s 
distribution system is if the figures 
show that the city can pay off the 
bonds without raising electric rates. 

• The act would give the supervi¬ 
sors a blank check to issue bonds without 
voter approval. Actually, it would just 
give the board the same authority the 
Port Commission and the Airport 
Commission already have — the 
ability to issue revenue bonds — just 
revenue bonds — to fund renewable 
energy and utility projects. If the 
projects make no sense economically, 
investors won’t buy the bonds anyway. 
So only well thought-out projects 
with a clear revenue stream are even 
possible. Lots of public agencies have 
this authority, and it’s rarely misused. 

• Electric rates would go up. 
Nonsense — every public power 
city in Northern California has 
lower electric rates than San 
Francisco. PG&E has some of the 
highest rates in the nation. Public 
power is always cheaper. 

• The city will lose $20 million in 
tax revenue. Yes, if the city were to 
take over PG&E’s distribution sys¬ 
tem, the city would no longer collect 
the tiny pittance it currently gets as 
a franchise fee. The fee is the lowest 
in the state and among the lowest in 
the nation (and is set in perpetuity). 
The revenue from a public power 
system would more than make up 
for that loss. 

PG&E is terrified by this pro¬ 
posal, so nervous that it started a 
massive campaign months before 
the election. There will be more lies 
coming, most of them attempts to 
scare the voters into thinking that 
the Clean Energy Act is expensive 
and risky. We’ll debunk them as 


they come along. In the meantime, 
the supervisors ought to hold hear¬ 
ings on these issues, particularly 
the cost issue, and ask the Board of 
Equalization’s experts to come and 
testify — so that PG&E’s lies can 
be exposed to the broadest possible 
audience, sfbg

call “decimal dust.” Electrical con¬ 
duit, which will one day be the back¬ 
bone of a city-owned power system, 
costs a little more, but not that much. 

Face it: we’re going to do all this 
at some point anyway. I’m an opti¬ 
mist (about San Francisco, anyway), 
and before long Gavin Newsom will 
be gone, and we’ll have a mayor who 
believes in the public sector, and pub¬ 
lic power and public broadband will 
be the order of the day. And running 
those utilities underground makes 
perfect sense in a city where earth¬ 
quakes make elevated electrical wires 
a visible hazard. 

But since nobody at City Hall is 
putting up a modest amount of cash 
to do this now, in a few years we’re 
going to have to spend a whole lot 
of cash to dig up all the streets all 
over again. 

Am I the only person who thinks 
this is insane?

River, in a place that had no Internet 
access and only spotty cell phone 
reception, so I missed the news that 
Sen. Dianne Feinstein was sorta, 
maybe, kinda thinking about run¬ 
ning for governor of California. It 
was a chilling little welcome-home 
message for me. Anyone who lived 
through the days when Feinstein 
was mayor of San Francisco ought 
to share my revulsion at the idea of 
her running the entire state. She’s 
a Democrat only in name; on eco¬ 
nomic issues, she’d be as bad as Gov. 

She’s also an auto¬ 
crat — and with term limits, there’s 
nobody in the Legislature who could 
stand up to her.

Cash from cabbies 

Yellow Cab pushes driver prepayment plan 
that city officials say is illegal

The largest taxicab company in 
San Francisco is trying to squeeze 
more money from its drivers, who 
say they’re already being hit hard 
by increased gate fees and rising 
fuel costs. 

Yellow Cab has ordered its driv¬ 
ers to prepay for the privilege of 
driving each month, amounting to 
thousands of dollars for full-time 
drivers. Compounding that finan¬ 
cial hardship is the apparent inten¬ 
tion of the company to use prepaid 
gate fees to change the employment 
status of its drivers from employees 
to independent contractors who are 
no longer entitled to unemployment 
insurance and workers’ compensa¬ 
tion coverage. 

While local officials say Yellow 
Cab’s new policy is illegal, they 
have little power to compel the 
company to abandon the plan, 
which was supposed to go into 
effect Aug. 15 but has now been 
moved to December under pressure 
from city officials and the United 
Taxicab Workers union. Drivers 
are also threatening to bring legal 
action to stop Yellow Cab, relying 
on a past ruling barring the compa¬ 
ny from requiring deposits from its 
drivers and misclassifying drivers as 
independent contractors. 

Repeated attempts by the 


Guardian to contact Yellow Cab 
representatives were unanswered, 
but they had to talk to Jordanna 
Thigpen, executive director 
of the San Francisco Taxicab 
Commission. She found Yellow 
Cab’s prepayment plan to be in 
violation of the Superior Court’s 
decision. “I was not persuaded that 
the prepayment was not a deposit,” 
Thigpen told the Guardian. “What 


they are actually doing is ask¬ 
ing for a security deposit again 
under the guise of an Employment 
Development Department require¬ 
ment. But the EDD guidelines are 
just that — guidelines.” 

The EDD sets work rules and 
standards in California. According 
to its Taxicab Industry informa¬ 
tion sheet, taxi drivers classified 
as independent contractors “prepay 



to lease a taxicab for a period of at 
least 28 days.” Yellow Cab used the 
line, which is posted prominently 
for employees to see, to justify 
requiring that all its drivers prepay 
up to $1,930. 

Bud Hazelkorn, cab driver 
and chairperson of United Taxicab 
Workers, said UTW has “been 
talking to an attorney and hopes to 
bring an injunction against Yellow 
Cab.” He takes little hope from 
Yellow Cab’s recent decision to 
push its prepayment deadline from 
Aug. 15 to December, though he 
does think it was a response to the 
UTW’s outcry. 

For Hazelkorn, it matters little 
whether the deadline is a week or 
six months from now. “Any kind 
of prepayment policy is against the 
Tracy decision,” he said. “They are 
trying to make themselves look bet¬ 
ter by pushing back the deadline. 
But the fact is that Yellow Cab 
wants to establish a precedent of 
prepayment and that is illegal.” 

The 1996 ruling in Joseph Tracy 
vs. Yellow Cab barred cab com¬ 
panies from demanding security 
deposits from drivers. The order, 
issued by Judge William Cahill of 
the San Francisco Superior Court, 
“permanently enjoins the defendant 
[Yellow Cab], from classifying 
plaintiffs and similarly situated 
drivers as independent contractors 
for purpose of denying such drivers 
any benefit under California law 
with respect to workers’ compensa¬ 
tion, unemployment insurance, and 
paying a cash bond to defendants as 
a condition of driving a taxicab.” 

The 1996 case also found that 
Yellow Cab drivers were being

unlawfully misclassified as inde¬ 
pendent contractors, and ruled that 
the necessary control Yellow Cab 
exercises over its drivers requires 
that they be considered employees. 
For example, drivers have no con¬ 
trol over the amount charged to 
passengers in fares, and often rely 
on dispatchers to notify them of 
potential customers. In addition, 
Yellow Cab keeps personnel files on 
each of its drivers, conducts orien¬ 
tation programs for new hires, and 
does not allow its drivers to adver¬ 
tise their services. The Superior 
Court also found drivers to be “an 
integral part of [Yellow Cab’s] busi¬ 
ness,” further solidifying cab driv¬ 
ers’ status as employees. 

Yellow Cab driver John Han 
explained that the prepayment fee 
is based on the number of shifts a 
driver works. He offered himself as 
an example: Han works eight shifts 
per month. Multiplied by the aver¬ 
age daily gate fee of $96.50, Han’s 
prepayment equals $772. Since 
Han said that cab drivers make 
between $100-$150 per day, most 
of his earnings are eaten up by the 
end of his shift — or before the 
shift even begins. 

To coax its drivers into compli¬ 
ance, Yellow Cab posted a sign in 
its San Francisco office that reads, 
“Do not delay in completing your 
prepayment or you will be subject 
to being held out of service.” Han 
says that being held out is equiva¬ 
lent to being a benched baseball 
player who is technically still on 
the team. 

“We won’t be fired, but we 
will be prevented from being able 
to work,” Han said, noting that 
such threats constitute the exer¬ 
cise of control over the drivers by 
Yellow Cab. “Forcing drivers to 
do anything is having control over 
its workers, which is a employer- 
employee relationship.” 

EDD spokesperson John Stroot 
told the Guardian that the informa¬ 
tion sheet Yellow Cab uses to justi¬ 
fy this policy does not compel com¬ 
panies to do anything new. What it 
does contain are guidelines for dif¬ 
ferent taxicab business models: one 
for companies that have employees 
and another for companies that use 
independent contractors. 

“These are not laws,” Stroot 
said. “Cab companies can operate 
any way they choose. They are just 
guidelines for companies to fol¬ 
low to figure wage, hour, and tax 
issues.” If Yellow Cab wanted to 
make drivers independent contrac¬ 
tors, it would have to fulfill all 


requirements on the sheet, not just 
the one specifying prepayment. For 
example, drivers would be required 
to perform their business without 
any form of control from Yellow 
Cab, including foregoing the use 
of Yellow Cab’s dispatch services. 
But Stroot said most drivers are 
employees under common law in 
California “because the company 
directs and controls the way drivers 
provide their services.” 

Misclassifying employees as 
independent contractors has become 
a national issue, particularly after 
Rep. Lynn Woolsey (D-Marin 
County) and Rep. Rob Andrews 
(D-N.J.) introduced a bill intended 
to crack down on the practice. If 
passed, the bill would impose pen¬ 
alties on employers who misclassify 
employees and inform workers of

their right to challenge that classi¬ 
fication. The bill also would require 
state unemployment insurance 
agencies to conduct audits to iden¬ 
tify employers guilty of employee 
misclassification. In addition, the 
Department of Labor would be 
required to perform targeted audits 
of employers in some industries. 

The UTW is currently work¬ 
ing with Thigpen and Sup. Chris 
Daly’s office to achieve some form 
of justice for drivers. “My office 
is very concerned by this policy,” 
Thigpen said. “It couldn’t have 
happened at a worse time for driv¬ 
ers. These guys are good people, 
and they work hard every day.” 
Thigpen said Taxi Commission 
member Tom Oneto asked her to 
draft new rules that would apply to 
such policies. Other than imposing 
fines and revoking permits, how¬ 
ever, there is little her office can do. 

“We need serious overhaul 
of our penalties,” Thigpen said. 
“Right now I can only charge them 


$25 in fines, which is pathetic. 

They know they are breaking the 
law and ripping people off. But how 
do you begin?” she asked. “We need 
to get legislation passed that would 
overhaul the rules.” The strongest 
weapon city officials have against 
Yellow Cab is to seek an injunction. 
“Only the courts can decide if this 
is legal,” Thigpen said. 

Thigpen and Oneto met July 
25 with Lena Gomes, one of Daly’s 
legislative assistants, to discuss how 
the Board of Supervisors might 
take action. “We are creating a 
resolution urging Yellow Cab not to 
charge the drivers the fee,” Gomes 
told us. “Yellow Cab appears to be 
trying to change their drivers clas¬ 
sification to avoid certain financial 
responsibilities. This is one of their 
strategies.” 

If Yellow Cab succeeds in its 
plan, other cab companies may fol¬ 
low suit. “Right now they’re just 
hanging back to see what Yellow 
Cab will do,” said Han, who esti¬ 
mates that Yellow Cab stands to 
gain at least $2 million per year 
from this policy. For Han, not 
knowing what the company will 
do with the money is unnerving. 
“They should be investing it in a 
health care plan for drivers. But I 
can only assume the money will be 
used to buy a sailboat for the top 
management.” 

While Hazelkorn said that 
drivers are “100 percent opposed to 
this kind of extortion,” some dis¬ 
agree. Tariq Mehmood, a Yellow 
Cab driver for eight years, believes 
most drivers would rather be inde¬ 
pendent contractors “because of 
the freedom it provides us to set 
our own hours.” Mehmood said 
the UTW’s fight against Yellow 
Cab is just another ploy to bank¬ 
rupt the company, which “would 
be devastating to drivers. I would 
love to not pay anything — not 
even gate fees — and still be an 
independent contractor, but that’s 
not the reality.” 

Regardless of how they feel 
about the policy, some have already 
begun making payments, while 
others are quietly saving money 
just in case. Han refuses to do 
either, hoping that Yellow Cab can 
be defeated if enough drivers join 
him. But 80 to 90 percent of Yellow 
Cab drivers are immigrants, Han 
points out, and many are still unac¬ 
quainted with their rights. “They 
are afraid to defy the company,” he 
said. “Yellow Cab is setting a trap 
for those who will fall for it.” sfbg

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Charitable cash cow 

Private companies make big profits raising 
money for nonprofits

Nonprofit charities in the Golden State 
should have been raking in the cash in 2004. 
Gracious Californians gave $60 million more 
toward fundraising campaigns that year than 
they did in 2003, totaling almost $293 mil¬ 
lion. The following year, donors gave even 
more: $332 million. 

Yet despite the increasing generosity of 
Californians, the percentage that nonprofits 
actually took away from those campaigns 
steadily decreased from 2003 to 2005. 

Most of the gains went to private, for- 
profit fundraising companies hired to conduct 
telemarketing services and coordinate special 
benefit events like gala dinners, rodeos, and 
variety shows. 

Such companies charge steep fees and 
commissions that frequently leave charities, 
especially smaller or less experienced ones, 
with little or even nothing at all, according to 
state disclosure records. 

Commercial fundraisers collect millions 
each year relying on the public image of 
selflessness projected by nonprofits devoted 
to promoting cultural literacy, saving lost or 
exploited children, finding cures for deadly 
diseases, or improving the welfare of defense¬ 
less animals. 

Some desperate nonprofits elect to allow 
commercial fundraisers to take a percentage 
of the money they raise, at times as much as 
80 to 90 percent. Alternately, larger chari¬ 
ties may agree to set costs and fees associated 
with the campaign, but that strategy can also 
prove costly. 

For example, the San Francisco Museum 
of Modern Art hired the Los Angeles com¬ 
pany SD&A Teleservices in 2004 for a phone 
solicitation campaign that raised $12,000. 

But because the company’s fees were greater 
than the contributions received, the museum 
had to pay $19,854 more to cover the venture. 
Similarly, the San Francisco Ballet lost $3,400 
in 2005 to the same company after SD&A 
raised $12,745 from donors, thousands less 
than what it charged. 

Several people we interviewed said the 
benefits of a fundraising campaign might not 
materialize until later if contributors eventu¬ 
ally become long-term supporters. But unless 
the typical donor has time to find out how 
much ultimately makes it to the cause they 
care so much about, they’re unlikely to be 
aware of the extraordinary costs involved in 
nonprofit fundraising. 

“The charity agrees to it because they 
want the easy money that they don’t have to 
do any work for,” Daniel Borochoff, president 
of the American Institute of Philanthropy in 
Chicago, told the Guardian. “Then the person 


goes out and spends $1 million to get that 
$200,000, and the charity tries to rational¬ 
ize it by saying ‘Well, it’s money we wouldn’t 
normally have. We don’t have staffing for 
fundraising.’ But they’re ripping off the public 
and disrespecting the intentions of the people 
who gave that money.” 


The Los Angeles Times published a months- 
long investigation July 6 that examined 
required forms submitted to the California 
Attorney General’s Office showing the total 
revenue generated from 5,800 nonprofit 
fundraising campaigns and how much of that 
money went to the charities. 

Between 1997 and 2006, the paper dis¬ 
covered, 430 campaigns raised a total of $44 
million — but in each case, every dime went 
to the fundraising company. Charities lost 
money in 337 more cases. In hundreds of 
instances, charities entered into contracts that 
assured them only 20 percent or less of the 
funds raised, regardless of how successful the 
campaign turned out to be. The AIP recom¬ 
mends spending no more than 35 cents on 
each dollar raised. The Times also pointed out 
that donors enjoy tax deductions from their 
contributions, even if huge portions go to for- 
profit companies. 

“Nonprofits spend a lot of money attract¬ 
ing donors and then they fall away the next 
year, so they have to reach out and attract 
even more donors,” Elizabeth Boris, director 
of the Center on Nonprofits and Philanthropy 
in Washington, DC, told us. “So there’s a lot 
of churning that goes on, because a lot of the 
same people don’t give to the same organiza¬ 
tion year after year. It is an expensive process 
of getting the names and contacting people.” 

Because California is behind in process¬ 
ing the required disclosure forms, the Times 
had to specially request records from 2006, 
meaning more recent figures aren’t available. 
The Guardian took a far less extensive look 
at the records, but we still found plenty of 
examples of charities earning astonishingly 
low rates of return. 

In 2004, Campbell-based TBS 
Productions raised $418,377 for the San 
Francisco Police Officers Association and 
its annual “Parade of Stars” event held at the 
Palace of Fine Arts. But just $87,094 made 
it into the union’s nonprofit Community 
Services Fund, which redistributes it in small 
increments to a variety of causes. 

“I’ve wrestled with this since I’ve come 
on,” said POA President Gary Delagnes. 
“There are two ways of looking at it. Do 
we really want to lend our name to an out¬ 
fit that’s taking 80 percent off the top? ... 

The decision we made was: you know what, 
we’re to do so much good with the charitable 
money that it’s worth it to us.” 


That same year the Oakland Police 
Officers Association also hired TBS for its 
“Cavalcade of Stars” event. The company 
raised $402,515 on behalf of the East Bay 
union for charitable purposes, but only 
$88,603 remained after covering the event’s 
costs, a return to the union of 22 cents on 
the dollar. 

That year, TBS coordinated events for at 
least 16 groups across the state representing 
law enforcement and emergency person¬ 


tors mitigate all this. He explained that the 
United States Supreme Court has been reluc¬ 
tant to permit heavy regulations on charity 
fundraising because a seemingly poor cost 
ratio isn’t necessarily bad for a nonprofit. 

“Big charities could do everything wrong 
but still have a good cost ratio” because their 
support is widespread, Steinberg said. The 
San Francisco Ballet and SFMOMA, for 
example, have done much better in some 
telemarketing campaigns, earning from 54

nel, from the San Jose Firefighters Burn 
Foundation to the Fresno Deputy Sheriffs 
Association. But almost no one received 
a better return rate than 20 percent, and 
two raised just 15 cents on the dollar after 
accounting for the for-profit company’s take. 
No one at TBS was available for comment 
when we called. 

More than 250 fundraising campaigns in 
California netted 20 cents or less from each 
dollar raised for charities in 2004, according 
to figures maintained by the state. 


Rich Steinberg, a longtime scholar of non¬ 
profits at Indiana University, said several fac¬ 


percent to 81 percent in return rates despite 
other times losing money. 

Could it be that there are too many small, 
inefficient nonprofits with similar missions, 
each created in the belief that government 
wasn’t filling some need? Perhaps. But attempt¬ 
ing to curtail them could undermine the demo¬ 
cratic spirit that leads to their creation. 

“We should make it legitimate for any 
group of idiots to get together and try to do 
something good,” Steinberg said. 

If they want to succeed, he said, charities 
should not accept terms that give fundrais¬ 
ers a percentage of the donations. Instead 
they should establish fixed fees so that every 
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dollar beyond that amount goes 
toward services. Second, to ensure 
more favorable rates, they can 
require competitive bidding among 
fundraisers. 

Ken Larson, director of 
public policy for the California 
Association of Nonprofits, said 
that few of the tens of thousands 
of charitable organizations regis¬ 
tered in California use commercial 
fundraisers to attract donors, a fact 
confirmed in reports compiled by 
the attorney general. Many hire 
full-time professional fundraisers 
to seek foundation and government 
grants or relationships with repeat 
donors, intangible benefits that 
can go beyond immediate fundrais¬ 
ing goals. 

As for telemarketing, Mike 
Smith, chief operating officer 
of New Jersey-based Charity 
Navigator, suggests that when 
donors receive a call, they can just 
hang up and cut a check directly to 
the nonprofit. 


The debate over nonprofit fund¬ 
raising costs is nothing new, but 
with information increasingly 
available on the Web, consumers 
are in a much stronger position to 
give wisely. 

The San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation publicly and angrily 
parted ways with its commercial 
fundraiser, Pallatto Teamworks, in 
2001 due in part to a dispute over 
how much the company charged 
to operate the California AIDS 
Ride. The charity has since created 
its own fundraising arm, steadily 
improving its rate of return from an 
average of 54 percent over the past 
seven years to 66.5 percent last year. 

The foundation uses another 
company, MZA Events, to man¬ 
age its annual AIDS Walkathon, 
which has averaged a healthy 63 
percent return since 1999 with 
improved results over each of the 
last three years. 

But officials with the SF AIDS 
Foundation believe telemarketing 
has enabled it to achieve greater 
public awareness. It also began 
moving the task in-house during 
the past six months and anticipates 
greater savings. 

“Every dime we save in pro¬ 
duction is a dime that can go to 
our clients and our programs and 
our services,” said Dave Ellison, 
spokesperson for the foundation. 
“Were always extremely aware of 
how important it is to keep the 
costs down because we see the 
benefits every day in the lives of 
our clients.” sfbg

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SFPUC shuffle 

Powerful commission lies dormant until 
the mayor can find picks acceptable to 
the board

The San Francisco Public Utilities 
Commission is arguably the city’s 
most important commission. It pro¬ 
vides water to 1.6 million customers 
in three Bay Area counties and han¬ 
dles sewage treatment and municipal 
power for San Francisco. But right 
now, it lacks a governing body. 

Until recently there were no 
minimum job requirements for 
its five commissioners, who are 
all appointees. The only way the 
Board of Supervisors could block 
the mayor’s picks for these all- 
important posts was through a 
two-thirds vote (that requires eight 
supervisors) made within 30 days 
of the selection. 

That changed June 3 when vot¬ 
ers approved Proposition E. The 
board placed this legislation on 
the ballot in response to Mayor 
Gavin Newsom’s “without cause” 
firing of SFPUC former General 
Manager Susan Leal last year, and 
his reappointment this spring of 
Commissioner Dick Sklar, a former 
SFPUC general manager whose 
anti-public power tirades and rude¬ 
ness to SFPUC staff was at odds 
with the goals and values of the 
board’s majority. 

Prop. E’s passage required that 
the current SFPUC be disbanded by 
Aug. 1, set minimum qualifications 
for future nominees, and stipulated 
that new commissioners cannot take 
office until at least six supervisors 
confirm the mayor’s picks. 

Newsom responded by renomi¬ 
nating Sklar, along with two

other incumbents—former PUC 
President Ann Moller Caen, and 
F.X. Crowley, who works for the 
International Alliance of Theatrical 
Stage Employees. 

Newsom also nominated 
two newcomers — Nora Vargas, 
executive director of the Latino 
Affairs Forum, a statewide non¬ 
profit advocacy group, and Jell-0 
heiress Francesca Vietor, director 
of the city’s Department of the 
Environment from 1999 to 2001. 

Kicked to the curb in this 
preliminary shuffle was David 
Hochschild, a solar advocate who 
steered the SFPUC away from 
building peaker plants and toward 
retrofitting the aging Mirant power 
plant. Also ousted was E. Dennis 
Normandy, whom Mayor Frank 
Jordan appointed in 1994. 

On July 29, the board unani¬ 
mously approved Caen and Crowley, 
and seemed inclined to favor Vietor, 
though she has yet to appear before 
them to answer questions. 

But they rejected Vargas after 
Sups. Tom Ammiano, Chris Daly, 
and Bevan Dufty expressed misgiv¬ 
ings about her lack of experience 
with local politics and the SFPUC, 
not to mention concerns about 
the $150,000 worth of commu¬ 
nity grants PG&E gave to Vargas’ 
Latino Issues Forum between 2004 
and 2006. 

And Sklar withdrew his nomi¬ 
nation before the board could vote 
on it, apparently aware that the 
seven votes against his nomination 
last time meant he was destined to 
fall short of the new requirement. 

These initial changes have 
led Leal to believe that Prop. E is 
already having the desired effect. 
“The rules before meant that the 
supervisors had 30 days to come up 
with eight votes, and that’s a very 
tough thing to do,” Leal told the 
Guardian. “The fact that Dick Sklar 
had to get six votes, when he barely 
got four votes in February, is why he 
withdrew his name. And if you look 
at the way the supervisors handled 
the process last time around, this 
time they seem more vested in it.” 

Newsom has not yet forwarded 
any more picks to the Board, so the 


makeup of the body that will govern 
the SFPUC until August 2012 is 
still undecided. But it’s likely that 
the first matter of business for the 
new SFPUC will be responding to 
board recommendations that are 
sure to flow from an August hear¬ 
ing into CH2M Hill’s study on the 
feasibility of retrofitting Mirant’s 
Potrero units 4, 5, and 6. 

Leal believes the retrofit plan is 
“sketchy at best.” 

“I think that trying to retrofit a 
1973 plant is like one former PUC 
commissioner thinking you can 
repair the 50-year-old digesters out 
at the southeast wastewater treat¬ 
ment plant,” Leal told the Guardian, 
referring to Sklar’s equally unpopu¬ 
lar attempt to block a costly but 
necessary rebuild of the SFPUC’s 
sewage digesters. 

“To me, this is Mirant and 
PG8cE still deciding whether there 
will be something polluting in the 
air,” Leal added. 

On July 22, at its last meeting 
before being disbanded, the Sklar- 
led SFPUC voted to rescind its 
former plan to build a new peaker 
power plant in the city’s southeast 
sector, and to instead pursue the 
Mirant retrofit. 

Sup. Bevan Dufty notes that 
a retrofit of this kind “hasn’t been 
done anywhere else in the world.” 
Board President Aaron Peskin 
observes that, “unlike the peaker 
plan, which was subjected to thou¬ 
sands of pages of analysis, the retro¬ 
fit plan was cooked up behind closed 
doors with no public hearings.” 

Noting that Mirant only needs 
a building permit to keep operating 
at the site, Peskin says that is why 
he joined Sups. Sophie Maxwell, 
Jake McGoldrick, and Dufty in 
introducing legislation to require 
conditional use permits of future 
power plants. 

“ATM machines, bakeries, and 
restaurants need conditional uses, so 
why not power plants?” Peskin said. 

Sup. Ross Mirkarimi believes 
the peakers and retrofit are compet¬ 
ing as the lesser of two evils, which 
is one reason why he and Ammiano 
wrote the fall ballot measure called 
the Clean Energy Act, which 
would create ambitious goals for 
renewable power. Mirkarimi told 
us, “There needs to be a robust 
campaign for a third plan that 
combines a transmission-only man¬ 
date and a strong renewable energy 
mechanism that compensates for 
the Mirant shutdown.” sfbg 
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The time of change has come 


Many people sense that 
we are living in an unprece¬ 
dented time.

Welcome to the Guardian’s 
photography issue

This is the second year that the Guardian has devoted an issue to local 
photographers. I’ll wait until it happens a third time before deeming the 
project an annual endeavor. It’s easy to believe in that possibility, because 
the range of photography in the Bay Area right now is exceptional. This 
great state of affairs is partly due to spaces and organizations such as SF 
Camerawork, RayKo Photo Center, and PhotoAlliance. It’s also due to 
more do-it-yourself street-level groups such as Hamburger Eyes and one of 
this issue’s 10 contributors, Cutter Photozine. 

Last year’s photography issue focused on portraiture, but this year 

I’ve opted for a survey approach that allows for spontaneous connections. 

Jessica Rosen and Sean McFarland both utilize collage, but with vastly 

different results. Keba Konte’s collage aesthetic adds objects to imagery 

and links history to autobiography. Investigative work leads to political 

or societal exposure within Trevor 

Paglen’s and David Maisel’s pho-

tography. Adrianne rernandez and 

Bayete Ross-Smith focus on youth 
as they bring new twists to tradi¬ 
tions such as the family album and 
the prom portrait. Dustin Aksland’s 
portraiture also includes teenagers, 
sometimes plopped onto or stopped 
within American landscapes, while 
Mimi Plumb likens rural landscapes 
to the backs of horses. 

August may be when summer winds down and a portion of SF pre¬ 
pares to camp elsewhere, but it’s an important time for local photography. 
This issue coincides with PhotoAlliance’s and the San Francisco Arts 
Commission Gallery’s annual exhibition of local photographers. Two of 
the 10 artists on the following pages are part of that show. American pho¬ 
tography also will be playing a major role at the San Francisco Museum of 
Modern Art next year, when that space presents an exhibition devoted to 
Robert Frank and his classic monograph The Americans (Steidl). 

In honor of an old adage or cliched truth, there aren’t a lot of words 
next to the pictures that follow. But the text does include Web site infor¬ 
mation. In most cases, these photographers’ sites function as another gal¬ 
lery of sorts, one that lacks the tactile nature and dimensions of an actual 
photograph but at least suggests the variety of a body of work to date. 

Scope them out, and scope out Pixel Vision, the Guardians arts and cul¬ 
ture blog, for interviews and other photography-related pieces this week. 
Last, before you look, some thanks are due to Glen Helfand and Chuck 
Mobley for their help in the selection process, and to Kat Renz for a last-

CELEBRITY PHOTOGRAPHY 

Before “stalkerazzi” was a word, 
before the first images of the 
Brangelina twins fetched a 
reported $14 million, and before 
the Internet spawned sites like 
tmz.com (stuffed with candid 
pictures of famous-ish train- 
wrecks like Kim Kardashian 
and Shauna Sand), there was 
a way of life that involved not 
knowing intimate details of 
every celebrity who dared to 
leave his or her house. Movie 
stars had a certain air of mys¬ 
tery and inaccessibility. But in 
2008, there’s no privacy any¬ 
more. We now know that stars 
are “just like us.” As in, Reese 
Witherspoon eats fro-yo with 
a spoon — just like me! Amy 
Winehouse falls down when 
she’s drunk — just like me! Uh, 
anyway. Hollywood studios used 
to stage advantageous photo 
ops of, like, Rock Hudson out 
on a date with his wife. These 
days celebrities have no choice 
but to put their entire lives on 
film, particularly if they’re given 
to the kind of Britney Spears- 
ish behavior that can make the 
operator of a well-placed camera 
exceedingly well-paid. 

All this makes Gary Lee 
Boas’ Starstruck: Photographs from 
a Fan (Dilettante Press) all the 
more charming and understated. 
Boas has been touted as an out¬ 
sider artist — and, at least when 
the book was released in 1999, 
he was working as a professional 
paparazzo — but first and fore¬ 
most, the man is a fan. Starstruck 
collects Boas’ treasured snap¬ 
shots (the oldest taken by a teen¬ 
age Boas in 1966, the collection 
runs to 1980) of luminaries he 
encountered on the street, out¬ 
side movie and stage premieres, 
at restaurants, waving from the 
backseats of cars, entering talk- 
show studios, on film locations, 
and in other spots he staked out

The 
photos are of variable quality 
— some are blurred, some 
have their subjects partially 
obscured by passersby. Some are 
clearly taken on the fly — out¬ 
side the Mike Douglas Show in 
1978, Ida Lupino (flanked by 
a pair of nuns) squints into the 
sunshine and seems to be just 
noticing the eager, camera- 
wielding man to her right. A 
Godfather-young Diane Keaton 
beams at Boas (who must’ve 
been a pretty engaging snapper, 
considering most of his photos 
feature smiles) as she stands, 
hands clasped, on a New York 
City sidewalk. 

Some of the pictures 
demand extended captions, 
as when Boas shares the story 
behind a much sought-after 
1978 photo of the elusive Greta 
Garbo. But most are accom¬ 
panied by brief notations of 
who, where, and when. Boas 
himself appears in a handful of 
photos, posing stiffly beside the 
likes of Elizabeth Taylor and 
Ingrid Bergman. His expres¬ 
sion in each is, appropriately, 
Starstruck — reflecting a time 
when mystery and glitter and 
720 /just-like-us-ness suited stars 
just fine. (Cheryl Eddy)

Shoot from the hip

SONIC REDUCER Def Leppard 
and Nickelback: you 
know I want my 
fantasy, and every¬ 
one is aware of how 
those cool, desirable, 
shocking, or subversive 
photographs are integral to fanning 
the flames of so many rock ’n’ roll 
clowns’ dreamscapes. But it’s those 
moments when a picture delivers 
more than words that have inspired 
some to pick up a camera and keep 
shooting. Local noise-punk photog 
Lars Knudson can verify this, con¬ 
cerning one Arab on Radar show at 
Bottom of the Hill back at the turn 
of the millennium. “I saw this band 
Pink and Brown, and this audience 
of people who were absolute freaks, 
ultra-nerd ’tards, hipsters, scenesters, 
or whatever you want to call it, and I 
felt so alive and so at home,” Knudson 
recalls today from his work as a chef 
in San Carlos. “I tried to describe it 
to everyone I worked with, and they 
looked at me like, ‘Huh?’ Then I 
stumbled on these images that were 
taken by Virgil Porter [Burn My Eye ] 
and showed them to people, and they 
said, ‘ooh!’” 

As SF photographer Peter Ellenby 
[Every Day Is Saturday (Chronicle)] 
testifies, Jim Marshall put the Bay on 
the map for music photography and 


shooters like Jay Blakesberg have kept 
it there. But what about the newbs 
— armed with the latest digi point- 
and-shoot and inspired, a la Knudson, 
to begin capturing a fragment of the 
sound and the fury? Around the same 
instant everyone began to believe 
they could be a DJ, so too did all and 
sundry start to assume that they could 
also be an ace lens swinger. So how 
does one carve out a name as a music 
photog when the glut of images on 
Flickr and assorted photoblogs threat¬ 
ens to overwhelm? I gathered snip¬ 
pets of sage advice from a few area 
rock photogs: Knudson, Ellenby, and 
Debra Zeller, who honed her craft 
focusing on local indie combos via 
her Playing in Fog online project and 
concert series, has since expanded into 
professional wedding photography 
(originally shooting the nuptials of 
the Red Thread’s Jason Lakis), and 
currently books live music at the 
Make-Out Room. 

• Be a music lover, foremost. “That’s 
why I did photography part-time for 
so long — it’s really hard to make a 
living in music photography,” says 
Zeller (www.playinginfog.com, www. 
dazrocks.com), who has shot Cat 
Power, among others, at the behest 
of their labels. “What magazines 
pay is absolutely ridiculous and get¬ 
ting the work is another challenge.” 
Additionally, Knudson says, “Part 
of the reason I have good photos is 
I know when they’re going to rock 


out. If you’re not prepared to get 
lost in the moment, you should go 
home and be an artist, because it 
isn’t about you and what you got that 
night, it’s really about what the band 
did onstage that night.” In the spirit 
of shareware and the scene he has 
documented, Knudson makes thou¬ 
sands of his images freely available 
to bands — and really anyone — on 
a not-for-profit basis at www.pbase. 
com/pistolswing. 

• Show everyone your work. “I 
showed my photos to as many people 
as possible,” says Ellenby (www. 
ellenby.com), who photo-edited zines 
like Snackcake and Devil in the Woods. 
“All the bands and my friends knew 
I was for hire, and you have to not 
be afraid to be take criticism and set 
goals. When I was starting out my 
favorite band was Overwhelming 
Colorfast, and my goal was to shoot 
them, and Bob Reed would rip on 
them all the time.” 

• Know the craft, natch. “I think 
it’s important to shoot in manual 
and really know how to work your 
camera,” Zeller insists. “That’s how 
you get the images. If you just rely on 
program mode, chances are you’ll be 
lucky to get a couple of good shots.” 

• “Don’t be afraid to work for a six- 
pack,” advises Ellenby, who cofound¬ 
ed tech company GeoVector and is 
currently working on a Joe Strummer 
photo project. “Don’t think it’s your 
road to riches, either — especially if 
you like indie music. I would make 
more money if I wanted to, but I 


don’t like working for a giant music 
corporation. I like it better when 
I’m working one-on-one for a band 
— when you’re hired by a band you 
can let the creativity flow.” 

• “My only other piece of advice 
is, shut up and push the button,” 
Knudson says. “When you’re shooting 
live bands, you’re going to miss the 
shot if you’re busy telling your friend 
how cool you are.” sfbg

Just barely 

Why the Bay has a hard time harboring 


hip-hop venues

One night around 11 this spring, 

I stepped out of a cab at Sixth and 
Mission streets, only to enter a cha¬ 
otic scene. Enhancing the block’s 
usual charms — destitute dudes in 
wheelchairs, crack enthusiasts, an 
old man in a denim skirt clutch¬ 
ing a baguette — was a row of 
police cruisers parked in the street. 
Officers roamed the block, herding 
people around. 

Had I stumbled onto a grim 
tragedy? Nope. I was just trying 
to catch a hip-hop show. Like the 
other 150 people waiting outside 
Club Six, I was hoping to get 
into KUSH, a party hosted by 
the Demolition Men. My chances 
seemed slim. I was on the guest 
list, but the list was “closed.” So I 
stood in the long but well-behaved 
line. Security yelled at us to keep 
on the sidewalk, though the side¬ 
walk ended well before the line 


did. Finally a guard bellowed at us 
to leave. 

Half the line drifted away. 

The rest remained, texting friends 
inside the club and trying to devise 
a way in. Soon, with a combina¬ 
tion of threats and cajolery, police 
and security began clearing the 
sidewalk around the club. A short, 
powerfully built man pleaded with 
stragglers, the way tough guys plead 
with you not to force them to kick 
your ass. Someone addressed him. 
He was Angel Cruz, Club Six’s 
owner, whom I’d interviewed for 
this story by phone. I introduced 
myself. He signaled a guard, and 
suddenly I was inside. 

If this was New York City or 
Los Angeles, I might have felt 
the smugness engendered by such 
special treatment. But this was San 
Francisco, and all I felt was weari¬ 
ness. The club had devoted two 
rooms to the party, yet only one 
was full. Still, the vibe was friendly, 
and Jacka tore it up with his radio 


smash, “All Over Me.” Although I 
heard some dudes got salty over the 
guest list, there were no arrests. 

Sadly, such scenes are typical. 
Actually, we were lucky: I’ve seen 
cops shut down shows entirely over 
trifling incidents, usually ones 
occurring outside the club. This 
state of affairs affects more than 
the club-goers. Owners make less 
at the bar, promoters make less at 
the gate, and performers have fewer 
places to perform. Hip-hop, in its 
myriad forms, is one of the most 
popular genres on earth, and San 
Francisco is a world-class city. Yet 
this town seems hostile toward this 
musical nightlife with such rev¬ 
enue-generating potential. Why? 

Naturally there’s no simple 
answer, and even investigating 
is difficult. Owners don’t want 
to alienate the police, promoters 
don’t want to alienate owners, and 
the San Francisco Entertainment 
Commission wants cooperation 
among all concerned. Few people I 
interviewed would name names or 
particular events, and some would 
only speak off the record, due to the 
delicate web of professional rela¬ 
tionships involved. Even so, com¬ 
mon issues emerge. 

“Hip-hop is synonymous with 
fights and shootings, to author¬ 
ity figures,” said Defi Danganan, 
whose Poleng Lounge is one of the

“There was this fateful moment where we 
were like, ‘Fuck this shit! Hippie commune? Black 
metal band? Let’s do this!”’ Wolves in the Throne 
Room drummer Aaron Weaver says, describing 
the synergistic beginnings of his group’s music 
and their 10-acre working farm, Calliope. 

WITTR is living every nature-loving hessian’s 
dream. Not content with the icy, masturbatory 
satanism of Scandinavian death-metal fore¬ 
bears like Mayhem, or with the politics of the 
dogmatic punk scene from which they spawned, 
or about to hold hands and coo “Kumbaya,” the 
three-piece from Olympia, Wash., has united a 
scathing brand of metal with inspired ecological 
spirituality. Say what? 

To enviro-heads concerned with planetary 
destruction and nuclear apocalypse, and metal¬ 
ists banging their heads to songs 
about violent destruction and nuclear apoca¬ 
lypse, the connection is obvious. 

“If we had to boil our band down to one thing: 
we’re just so fucking miserable and pissed all the 
time about the stuff that is going on in the world, 
just this wholesale war against anything beautiful 
or good or whole or pure,” explains Weaver by 
phone from his little house across the courtyard 
from WITTR’s practice space. 

Running counter to the activist tendencies 
of its punk cousins, the traditional metal scene 
has generally recoiled from politically correct 
statements. WITTR blends the two, embracing 
eco-feminism and radical ecology on a spiritu¬ 
ally intuitive level rather than an overbearingly 


didactic one. Their second, latest album, 2007’s 
Two Hunters (Southern Lord), creates a dynamic 
continuum — not unlike nature itself — by point¬ 
edly channeling the sorrow and deep rage of a 
planet in crisis. Bookended by buggy chirps of the 
witching hour and twittering birds, the four tracks 
slowly creep with a plodding, atmospheric tension, 
climaxing in speed-of-light picking, drums to move 
mountains, and the throat-raking terror screams 
of Weaver’s younger brother and guitarist, Nathan. 

Is this how Mother Earth would sound if she 
could respond in minor chords and time signa¬ 
tures? WITTR’s lyrics too are one with nature. As 
Two Hunters’ 18-minute closing saga, “I Will Lay 


Down My Bones Among the Rocks and Roots,” 
goes, “The wood is filled with the sounds of wild¬ 
ness / The songs of birds fill the forest on this 
new morning / This will be my new home / Deep 
within the most sacred grove.” 

Production-wise, WITTR carries through a 
similar awareness and intricacy, intent on craft¬ 
ing meticulously layered recordings. “The black 
metal aesthetic is just what we happen to use, 
but the main goal is to create soundscapes,” 
Weaver says, noting that a typical song has about 
20 guitar tracks. Earth producer Randall Dunn 
gave Two Hunters a palpable warmth, working 
primarily in analog at Aleph Studios in Seattle, 


and the band is planning to collaborate with Dunn 
again on its third full-length, due in February 
2009. On it, touring bassist Will Lindsay will take 
over as the vocalist and second guitarist from 
new dad Rick Dahlin. 

In a sense, WITTR’s devotion to re-awakening 
an ancient spirit rooted in their home turf is noth¬ 
ing new. Black metal is steeped in bioregional 
qualities, whether exuding a chilly clime and call¬ 
ing on Nordic deities or reading tarot cards and 
summoning the melancholy, intense quiet of the 
Pacific Northwest’s mossy old-growth forests. 
“That’s always been the explicit goal, to really 
express the spirit of this place, which has a very 
specific feel to it,” Weaver says. “It’s a really 
dreamy kind of energy.” 

So next time you put on WITTR, remember 
it’ll sound best if you’re snug within a sacred 
grove — and make sure you have a lunar calen¬ 
dar and a Jepson Manual on hand. As the outfit 
argues in its band bio — required reading for 
fans of Derrick Jensen and Burzum alike — “If 
you listen to black metal, but you don’t know 
what phase the moon is in, or what wildflowers 
are blooming, then you have failed.” (Kat Renz)

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few venues committed to the music. 
“The police are very hesitant about 
any club that plays hip-hop. That 
was one of the first things that came 
up, ‘Are you playing hip-hop?’” 

The association between hip- 
hop and violence is nothing new: 
violence is the theme of many raps. 
Yet this is hardly the case with all 
hip-hop. The Bay Area in particular 
has produced an abundance of pro¬ 
gressive, nonviolent lyricists, from 
veterans Hieroglyphics to up-and- 
comer Trackademicks. Yet the dis¬ 
tinction is lost on the city and the 
police, according to Fat City general 
manager Hiroshi Naruta. “They 
don’t know the difference between 
hyphy and backpacker,” he said. 

Unlike the Panhandle-based 
Polang, Fat City is in the SoMa 
District, a longtime site of conten¬ 
tion between police and clubs. As 
a result, the venue is shying away 
from booking hip-hop. “I want to,” 
Naruta said. “But I don’t want pres¬ 
sure from the city or SFPD.” 

“Pressure,” of course, is a 
nebulous concept and hard to sub¬ 
stantiate, but according to John 
Wood, political director of the SF 
Late Night Coalition, there are 
typical tactics. “If the police feel 
your venue is creating a nuisance, 
they show up every night, check 
your permits, walking into your 
venue, upsetting your customers,” 
he said. “They do frequent inspec¬ 
tions with the fire department and 
the building department, and get 
you for every little violation. Short 
of suspending permits and filing 
lawsuits, there’s lots of ways city 
bureaucracy can make it difficult to 
do business.” 

But just how much of a “nui¬ 
sance” do hip-hop shows create? 

Are they really that violent? No 
more than other genres, according 
to Robert Kowal, whose Sunset 
Promotions has brought everyone 
from Grandmaster Flash to Jurassic 
5 to SF. “The city has safety as 
its primary concern,” he acknowl¬ 
edged. “Occasionally some shows 
have problems the police have to 
deal with. Almost without excep¬ 
tion that label gets thrown at hip- 
hop, when most events, including 
hip-hop, are very cool.” 

“Right now there’s a gun 
problem in SF,” Kowal continued. 
“Instead of addressing that, the city 
wants to blame entertainment and 
specifically hip-hop. But violence is 
rare inside the venue itself.” 

Wood concurred with this assess¬ 
ment. “There have been incidents 
where there were shootings,” he said, 
“not in the clubs, but a block away, 
that may have possibly involved peo¬ 
ple who were at the club. Frequently 
police will blame the club for inci¬ 


dents in the neighborhood.” 

An SFPD spokesman, Sgt. 
Steven Mannina, wouldn’t respond 
to this contention. It’s worth not¬ 
ing that much of SoMa can get 
rough, even during the day. To the 
contrary, Kowal believes venues like 
Club Six have improved the tone 
of the neighborhood: “Angel Cruz 
deserves a lot of credit. That Club 
Six is open four nights a week has 
enabled other bars and restaurants 
to open around it. That area has 
been somewhat revitalized.” 

Wood suggests an influx of new 
neighbors may, in fact, be the main 
issue. “The city’s changing,” he 
explained. “It’s older demographi- 
cally, wealthier, more harried, and 
professional. Aside from hip-hop 
and violence, people are less tolerant 
about noise young people create.” 

Yet that lack of tolerance among the 
condo crowd may also be rooted in 
fear. “Neighbors sometimes freak 
out when a club is bringing large 
groups of minorities into the neigh¬ 
borhood,” Wood added, “whether 
they’re behaving or not.” 

That assessment was echoed, 
mostly off the record, by many I 
interviewed. But veteran hip-hop 
commentator Davey D didn’t pull 
punches. “They just don’t want 
black people there,” he said. “For a 
city that prides itself on being pro¬ 
gressive, when it comes to nightlife, 
it has the most reactionary policies 
that seem based around race, using 
words like ‘urban’ as cover.” 

Regardless of hip-hop’s alleged 
role in violence, this spring the city 
attempted to deal with the issue 
via two pieces of legislation: one 
required a hefty $400 permit per 
show, and the other was an anti¬ 
loitering law, empowering police to 
clear the area around a club. Both 
proposals were bad ideas: the former 
threatened to stifle local entertain¬ 
ment, and in an era of eroding civil 
liberties, the latter promised to give 
police discretion to arrest people just 
for being in the club’s vicinity. Even 
more disturbing is Sgt. Mannina’s 
assertion in April that “this is an 
enforcement strategy around clubs 
that field operations have already 
launched.” How can this be, if it 
was not yet a law? “I thought it was 
already in place,” he said. 

Clearly the police act as though 
it is, given what I witnessed outside 
Club Six. In the meantime, it’s 
tough to understand why SF hip- 
hop fans must, for instance, travel 
to Petaluma to see local acts like 
Andre Nickatina. “You want to 
know the solution?” a club owner 
said, off the record, in frustration. 
“There is no solution.” sfbg

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JAMES JACKSON TOTH 
Waiting In Vain

Having recently dissolved the 
impressively prolific psych-folk 
renegade outfit Wooden Wand, 
leader James Jackson Toth steps 
to the front with what might be 
the most straightforward record¬ 
ing of his career. That said, this 
is still a Toth venture, and thus 
Waiting in Vain burns and churns 
with the fevered reveries and 
troubled mysticism listeners have 
come to expect from the man once 
known as Wooden Wand Jehovah. 
Here the vocalist is accompanied 
by a well-pedigreed band that 
includes Andy Cabic, and the free¬ 
form wanderings that informed 
Toth’s previous work have been 
set aside in favor of the decadent 
rock ’n’ roll typified by the Rolling 
Stones’ early-1970s output. 

Hard-luck stumblers and 
wheel-spinning daydreamers pop¬ 
ulate the disc’s alluringly tangled 
roots-rock narratives, and Toth 
introduces them with equal parts 
boozy slur and wide-eyed wonder. 
Toth’s wife and longtime col¬ 
laborator Jexie Lynn offers honey- 
harmonied redemption to his poor 
characters, particularly on the 
dusty clip-clopping country-rock 
duet “Midnight Watchman.” “The 
world, it gets a little heavy, but I 
know how it’ll turn out,” the couple 
sighs in a slow-swaying embrace 
over a divinely languid honky-tonk 
piano melody — solace achieved, 
judging by the shivers up my spine.

SONATES 

Sonates 

(Six Degrees) 

Have you noticed that Brazil is 
the world’s latest tiger economy? 
Stocks prices are soaring in 
South America’s largest nation as 
President Lula da Silva expands 
trade and improves conditions for 
the poor. The optimism has rubbed 
off on its vibrant music community, 
with Brazilian rock, drum ’n’ bass, 
and bossa nova singers flourishing 
on the international stage. One such 
winning export is Sao Paulo vocal¬ 
ist Maria do Ceu Whitaker Poqas, 
or simply Ceu, who earned critical 
acclaim and a stateside fanbase fol¬ 
lowing her 2005 self-titled debut on 
Six Degrees. The songstress sounds 
like the missing link between Astrid 
Gilberto and Bjork, deftly incorpo¬ 
rating electronic elements into her 
jazz-samba and acoustic ballads. 

But Ceu opted to not repeat 
herself on the new collaborative 
project Sonates, which includes 
diverse contributions by soundtrack 
composers Gui and Rica Ambis, plus 
Dengue and Pupillo from Naqao 
Zumbi. Like DJ Dolores’ pan-global, 
genre-defying work, Sonates side¬ 
steps convention and straddles 
psychedelic pop, bluesy ballads, 
and languid urban beats. Opener 
“Carimbo” sets the tone with its airy 
tremolo guitar riffs and shuffling 
pop-rock rhythm that conjure Sao 
Paulo after dark. I love the opium- 
den organ touches on standout 
track “Braz.” But like many collab¬ 
orative projects, the disc meanders 
through styles and motifs without 
making a commitment to any — the 
aural equivalent of bar-hopping. 

Still, as with serial drinking, Sonates 
has its own distinct hangover: songs 
that linger fondly and hazily.

PREVIEW For those about to air (guitar), we salute you. All it takes 
is viewing the big-hearted 2006 doc Air Guitar Nation or a few min¬ 
utes in a sweaty club with the contestants to sample the craft, sass, and 
brash fearlessness needed to risk making a royal air-guitar-noodling ass of 
yourself in front of hundreds of sodden, mouthy armchair air-ax-slingers 
who believe — nay, know — they can kick as much as air-ass as you. 

So kudos to San Francisco winner Awesome, a.k.a. Shred Begley Jr., 
a.k.a. comedian Alex Koll, for making the transition from the bedroom 
to the national 2008 Cuervo Black US Air Guitar Championships Aug. 

8 at the Grand Ballroom. So what’s with the multiple monikers? Mob 
rules: it was chosen for him at the sold-out June 25 regional finals at the 
Independent by the all-too-ready-with-the-boos crowd. 

“I was in a sleeveless tank top that said, AWESOME!’, which is my 
name and my way of life,” Koll says by phone. “The audience responded the 
only way they could. It chanted, Awesome, awesome,’ until it became my 
official stage name.” Attempts to “melt faces” culminated in a second-round 
performance that, well, continued the hype. “I rode my friend’s face into 
the crowd, which was very popular,” Koll says. In return, the crowd “paid 
the ultimate price to get me back onstage — I had to use a couple as human 
shields. Then I had to do more ceremonial headbanging, and the stage start¬ 
ed to crack in half, but I was able to pull it together — with my feet.” 

Sure, and we all know Koll can’t be held responsible for the recent Los 
Angeles quake, though he admits he was practicing at the time. Meanwhile 
he’s refining the awesomeness for the national bout — the winner goes to 
the world air-off in Finland — since the event includes Brooklyn winner 
Bettie B. Goode, who severed her toe in competition. “She still won,” Koll 
moans. “These are the kind of people I’m up against. In light of that, I’m 
stepping up my game: I bought six new tassels.” (Kimberly Chun)

The band, which never officially broke up, put out its 
last album of fresh material in 2001, the much-overlooked Secrets (Ark 21). On 
Sunday, ABC plays the Independent, drawing material from its first batch of 
new songs in 11 years, 2008’s Traffic (Vibrant). 

But, hey, who am I to judge? I’m sure one day I’ll shell out $150 to see the 
Strokes at the Greek Theatre so I can experience two hours of joy before rush¬ 
ing home to pay the babysitter. I only hope they play “12:51.” (Laura Mojonnier)

“Summer Reading” 


REVIEW I wish I were Jorge Luis Borges. The Argentine man of 
mmm letters was top among those writers, such as Orhan Pamuk, Margaret 
Atwood, and Ali Smith, whose nonfiction is even more potent, surreal, 
and addictive than their fiction. Borges once remarked on a translation of 
William Beckford’s Vatheh “The original is unfaithful to the translation.” 
I’d say the same about “Summer Reading” at Hosfelt Gallery. Taking as 
their inspiration a range of literary classics, from Jane Austen’s Mansfield 
Park (1814) to Philip K. Dick’s Do Androids Dream of Electric Sheep ? (1968), 
the 18 works on display at the group show manage to be more than just 
windows into each artist’s reading of a particular book. They provide a 
bird’s-eye view of internal floor plans, acting as translations from the liter¬ 
ary into the visual, increasing ambiguity while lowering page count. 

Su Blackwell’s four wall-mounted sculptures use actual books, their 
pages cut and molded into little trees of text and gallivanting characters, 
creating miniature worlds so fragile that they seem to have been frozen in 
time so they will not break. In Blackwell’s The Secret Garden — inspired 
by the book of the same name — a little girl is supported by tree branches 
from one angle, but from another appears to be reaching for them unsuc¬ 
cessfully, frightened and alone. 

John O’Reilly’s collage, Dead Centaur — Of Cormac McCarthy, cap¬ 
tures the dark textures of reality in McCarthy’s writing, and Jose Antonio 
Suarez Londono’s intimate notebook drawings, inspired by Kafka and 
Evan S. Connell, are like footnotes in the form of silhouettes. Amy Hicks’ 
videos, ReAdaptation: the book series (2007-08), use flip-books meticulously 
constructed by taping pictures onto book pages. One of the volumes is on 
display and looks like something a stalker would construct, but the videos 
are more melancholic than creepy. (Ari Messer)

m PREVIEW There ought to 
Wmm be a name for the ecstatic 
genre of drag where the drag queen 
whirls and twirls more than she 
lipsynchs, points, or occasionally 
stalks across the stage. I’m think¬ 
ing of when the svelte Varla Jean 
Merman swings from the rafters or 
any number of Southern man-belles 
ringading-ding a song home in a 
whirlwind of wig-tossing backflips. 

Acrotranny? Choreodrag? Whatever 
it is, the fabulously kinetic Edie has 
made it her own. She’s not only the 
aerobiqueen It Girl — she’s That 
Girl with a puffed-out Mario Thomas ’do, ass-high spangled shifts that 
showcase extraordinary legs in blurry strut-kick action, and a forest-fire 
smile that says “No!” but means “Yes?” Edie’s style can best be described 
as showgirl cocktail hour, a wry martini with a fruity umbrella that blends 
Audrey Hepburn cigarette-holder chic, frantic backup dancer shimmy, and 
occasional bursts of Cyd Charisse and Doris Day. (Yes, she sings.) After 
her act’s several breathless climaxes, you’re never sure whether to offer her 
an Eames chair or a Twister mat. It all comes on with a slightly demented 
edge: Mama misses her barbiturates. Edie’s Internet Boom-era run of 
performances at Mecca are now legendary — she was the perfect drag 
avatar of those status-drunk, screwy ultralounge times. After a successful 
stint with Cirque Du Soleil’s sensuous Zumanity in Las Vegas, she’s pop¬ 
ping back into town to blow our Web 2.0 fedoras off. Grab your gimlets.

A fresh and shrewd refigur¬ 
ing of the Ariadne myth, with its trip into the 
Minotaur’s labyrinth, Bone features a supple, 
utterly gripping performance by Paige Rogers 
as an American waitress guarding the last 
slab of prime beef from ravenous GIs in some 
battle-ravaged diner, where war churns love 
and loyalty, desire, and bloodlust like so much 
ground flesh. Preceding it is a sharply detailed 
staging of Suzan-Lori Parks’ Betting on the Dust 
Commander, a looping and powerfully loopy 
portrait of an African American couple (Felicia 
Benefield and David Westley Skillman). The 
evening begins with Gertrude Stein’s Accents in 
Alsace, a formalist word-portrait of World War I 
just weird enough to be interesting (if not quite 
affecting). Stein’s subject matter and approach 
find strong echoes in what follows, however, 
which speaks to the intriguing contours of the 
program as a whole. (Avila)

Part 
cultural critique, part diary entry, Raynal gives 
her 80-minute take on the unanswerable 
— Why did Joe enlist? Why has there been war 
since the beginning of time? — while trying to 
reconcile her duty to tell her brother’s stories 
with his insistence she refrain from portraying 
him or the American military as stupid (after 
all, they’re the one’s fighting for her right to 
freely tell those tales, he argues). From the Fort 
Benning drill sergeant to her hopeful mother, 
Raynal flows in and out of character seamlessly 
— ultimately taking both self-righteous lefties 
and gun-happy commandos to task, unafraid 
to poke fun at her own perspective or bare her 
feelings on stage through exquisitely well-writ¬ 
ten passages. Stick around for the casual post¬ 
play panel of various local pro-troop, anti-war 
organizations.

The narrative 
frame of this fleet, tap-happy, broadly farcical, 
and smartly ironic show requires the enormous 
Orpheum stage to come cluttered and grimed 
to look like a bleak and shabby downtown stu¬ 
dio apartment, occupied in matching order by a 
melancholic middle-aged musical theater buff 
(a winning, pitch-perfect Jonathan Crombie) 
who cheers himself up by playing for us an old 
LP of a forgotten favorite called The Drowsy 
Chaperone. Recalling this fictional lost gem 
from 1920s Broadway oblivion to the sud¬ 
denly transformed premises of his one-room 
domicile, he can’t resist adding his own running 
commentary throughout as Chaperone unspools 
in smiling facsimile of Broadway’s frothiest 
fare, skillfully wrought and sharply executed by 
an excellent cast. The opening scene is just a 
commiserating voice in the darkness — call it 
the musical wilderness — hoping for a play that 
won’t suck, something with a few good songs 
and some feel-good escapism, something under 
two hours, and, please god, no actors mingling 
with the audience. The fourth wall has already 
disappeared by then, but in every other respect 
The Drowsy Chaperone (music and lyrics by 
Lisa Lambert and Greg Morrison; book by Bob 
Martin and Don McKellar) delivers on its narra¬ 
tor’s wish with wry, sure-footed fidelity.

While CMTC’s latest isn’t quite the smart black- 
comic treat that last year’s Assassins was, the 
company applies nearly as much spirit and care 
to composer-lyricist William ( The 25th Annual 
Putnam County Spelling Bee ) Finn’s sweetly fun 
if decidedly unheady A New Brain. A modestly 
irreverent, mildly humorous, moderately heart- 
tugging, and shamelessly cute autobiographical 
work (with book co-authored by James Lapine), 
the show concerns a frustrated composer-lyri¬ 
cist named Gordon (Benjamin Pither) harried by 
a maddening deadline to complete a song for 
his tyrannical boss — the frog-suited “aquatic 
and psychotic” kid-show host Mr. Bungee (an 
amusingly dyspeptic Richard Wenzel). One 
day at lunch, Gordon pitches headlong into 
his pasta primavera and winds up scheduled 
for brain surgery. There, surrounded by loved 
ones like mom (Pat Christenson) and goy “I’d 
Rather Be Sailing” boyfriend Roger (Cameron 
Weston), and ever-haunted by the spongy- 
headed Bungee, Gordon naturally finds the 
meaning of life, in musical terms. With musical 
director Rona Siddiqui’s piano accompaniment 
invitingly center stage, director Brian Katz and 
likeable cast wisely forego intermission and go 
for pep (further supported by Katie Kimball’s 
lively choreography) in what is ultimately slight 
semicatchy existential fare. (Avila)

But the show, spotted with 
capable if usually underwhelming songs, is 
ultimately as thin as the Beach Blanket fare it 
probably has its eye on, without the same heft 
in showmanship and with a tad less finesse. 
Albert (an amiable Brandon Finch) is a young 
gay man burdened by his homophobic step¬ 
mother (Jenifer Tice) and stepsisters (Julia Etzel 
and Lisa Otterstetter) — cartoon females who 
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become the principle vehicles for a small but 
persistent streak of misogynist humor. When 
“Cinderalbert” (as they mockingly call him) 
falls literally for the neighborhood’s hot and 
rich young Prince (Kyle Payne), Albert turns to 
his male godmother (Scott Phillips) for advice. 
Meanwhile, Albert’s attempt to escape further 
embarrassment by dressing in drag only makes 
the lovestruck Prince doubt his own sexual 
preference, to the horror of his parents (John 
Erreca and Steve Yates), a gay couple more 
than a little reminiscent of the Robin Williams— 
Nathan Lane pairing in The Birdcage. It all works 
out as it must, if not quite fast enough. (Avila)

Christian Cagigal again appears at the Exit for 
an intimate evening of theater magic — or 
is it magic theater? — set among the homey 
detritus of what seems a vaguely spooky 
den (pleasingly arranged and lit by Amanda 
Ortmayer). Music boxes, small and delicately 
embroidered pouches, tiny toy cars that run

in Cagigal’s shop of wonders. He presents 
them with a genial mixture of suave assurance 
and giddy excitement, as if some attention- 
hungry, Ritalin-ready inner child were due at 
any moment to burst through the showman’s 
dapper demeanor. Cagigal’s feats of prestidigi¬ 
tation and mind reading — dastardly clever 
in conception and confoundingly smooth in 
execution — keep his audience riveted and 
actively engaged for two 45-minute acts. As an 
attempt to blend the interactive ceremonies of 
the traditional magic act with the full range of 
theatrical performance, however, The Pandora 
Experiment is an admirable trial case that never 
coheres. Only at the end, when we learn some¬ 
thing of the fascinating genealogy of the per¬ 
former and the intriguing items arrayed in the 
room, does the potential for a seancelike meld 
of dramatic circumstance and expert conjuring 
make its presence convincingly felt. (Avila)

Being there

If you run a successful restaurant 
on Clement Street, apparently you 
face a terrible temptation to open 
another restaurant on Clement 
Street — across the road, perhaps, 
or on the next block. And the new 
place should appeal to a different 
socioeconomic stratum. For grand 
Clementine, this formula resulted in 
the opening, about four years ago, of 
Bistro Clement, an earthier and less 
formal sibling that trafficked in tra¬ 
ditional French bistro dishes. 

Now the Burma Superstar 
people, just a block or so to the west 
of Clementine, have borrowed a page 
from the Clementine script and, in 
early May, opened their own com¬ 
panion venture, B Star. In a small, or 
not-so-small, irony, B Star occupies 
the space held by Bistro Clement 
before it went under. If that is a bad 
omen, let’s consider some favorable 
ones: unlike Bistro Clement, B Star 
represents an upmarket, not down¬ 
market, move. (Burma Superstar’s 
lofty reputation has to do with its 
food, not its ambience.) Also, the 
menu is, of course, Burmese (-ish), 
and the new place is on the same side 
of the street as the parent restaurant. 

If you’re on foot, in fact, you’re 
not likely to miss B Star. It’s the 
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mid-block spot with would-be 
patrons idling and swirling on the 
sidewalk and in the doorway. Yes, 
the crowds have already descended, 
apparently drawn by alluring whiffs 
of upmarketry and innovative Asian 
cooking. That formula has been 
working at nearby Namu, and now 
it works at B Star, though the two 
are hardly interchangeable. While 
Namu is of the night, B Star has 
the look of day: knotted pine floors, 
creamy yellow walls, globes of soft 
light dangling from the ceiling, and 
a fair amount of lush greenery. If 
Namu is an ersatz nightclub, then 
B Star has a certain gazebo quality, 
even in the evening. 

The menu card adverts to “sim¬ 
ple and wholesome Asian-style com¬ 
fort foods.” Never have so few syl¬ 
lables signaled so much to so many; 
they make me think of meatloaf 
tataki. B Star doesn’t offer that (does 
anyone?), but the kitchen does turn 
out dishes all along the innovation 
spectrum, from a fabulous, if tra¬ 
ditional, platha ($4.50) — a disc of 
pastry-like flatbread, cut into quar¬ 
ters and presented with an irresist¬ 
ible curry sauce for dipping — to a 
heart-shaped potpie ($14) filled with 
Thai-style salmon, carrots, red pep¬ 
pers, zucchini, and snap peas awash 
in a green curry coconut milk sauce 
that doesn’t lack for chile punch.

Most of the dishes strike a rea¬ 
sonable balance between familiarity 
and wildness. Care is taken with 
platings and other small touches, 
and the ensemble of crockery, rich in 
eccentric shapes, has a museum-of- 
modern-art feel that subtly elevates 
the food it carries. Also, the kitchen 
is keenly attentive to the matter of 
texture and to the value of crunchi¬ 
ness, in particular. We detected a 
definite crispness in a vegetarian 
samusa soup (a $7 bowl was plenty 
for two), whose delights included 
cabbage, lentils, potatoes — worthies 
all, though soft — and falafel. I love 
falafel but had never before enjoyed 
it in any other form than wrapped 
in a pita or lavash. Here it resulted 
in a soup that went crunch, and we 
only wished that the murky, curry- 
scented, slightly metallic broth had 
been a little less harsh. 

“It’s missing something,” my 
companion said. Salt? Salting helped 
but did not cure. Something fresh¬ 
ening or fruity, maybe? 

Additional crunch turned up in 
kau soi ($11), a large, shallow bowl 
filled with noodles, bean sprouts, 
pickled mustard greens, and ground 
chicken, each in its place, which 
made the bowl look like a 3-D map 
of some ethnically fractured island. 

It fell to the diner to mix and mingle 
(as with the Korean beef salad 


known as bi bim bop), and one of 
the first things this diner noticed 
was that the chicken — more shred¬ 
ded than ground, I thought — was 
wonderfully crispy, in contrast to the 
soft-focus players. If any dish at B 
Star manages a rustic sophistication, 
it’s this one. 

Since the menu offered no 
meatloaf tataki, we settled for a 
spicy-tuna version ($8.50). The 
fish had been crusted with crushed 
peppercorns aupoivre- style, seared, 
cut into slices, and served with a 
gingery mush dotted with bits of 
jalapeno pepper and flecks of cilan¬ 
tro. It was also quite chilly, which 
suggested pre-preparation but also 
brought a cold-flash counterpoint to 
a parade of dishes that ranged from 
warm to scorching. 

A nicely balanced dish, in this 
respect, was the duck lettuce cups 
($8). The lettuce consisted of long 
spears, crisp and cool as an early 
spring in morning; they were on 
hand here so we could scoop up the 
duck, a pile of cooling but still warm 
shredded meat (like the pork in mu 
shu pork) perfumed with five-spice 
powder and laced with a mince of 
red bell pepper, carrots, celery, and 
scallions. Our only complaint was 
that the lettuce spears were not par¬ 
ticularly useful as scoops; the regular 
lettuce cups (of broader and more 


pliant butter-leaf lettuce) would have 
been better. 

Just as it must be hard to be the 
child of a famous or accomplished 
parent, so it must be difficult to be 
the offspring of a restaurant that 
uses “superstar” for part of its name. 
Expectations are bound to be stoked. 
“Star” is at least more modest than 
“superstar,” particularly when it’s 
denoted by a symbol rather than 
spelled out as a word. And B Star 
does have glints of something spe¬ 
cial: the best dishes are memorable, 
the look is appealing, and the staff is 
as young and energetic as the crowd. 
A B is good, but give us anT! sfbg

I 1 ... I never very much 

1 y liked ratatouille, or 

rat-a-tat-tat-ouille, 
as I have sometimes 
called it, to be difficult. Nothing 
against eggplant. Ifs just that there 
are, at any given time, 9,999 other 
things I’d rather be putting in my 
mouth, at least one of which, at any 
given time, is a whole roasted chicken 
rubbed with black pepper and garlic, 
strips of bacon stuffed under the skin. 

The only reason I mention rata¬ 
touille is because there’s a movie that, 
like most movies, I never saw. Called 
Ratatouille.

It would 
melt into the meat, and leave an extra 
layer of pretty pure fat under the skin, 
essentially turning chicken into duck, 
and consequently turning us, me and 
Crawdad, into Nobel lariats. 

There’s a word for this. It’s either 
hubris, dumbass, or joie de vivre ...

Speaking of Frenchness, I bor¬ 
rowed Ratatouille from Crawdad that 
night — something to watch with my 
bedtime popcorn when I got home.

I associate the dreamachine with 
Christmas. The first and only time 
I’ve directly encountered a version 
of the device was a holiday five or 
six years ago. My friend Julien used 
a turntable to set up a homemade 
dreamachine in a corner room of his 
family’s cabin. I took a turn sitting 
with my eyes closed in front of its 
stroboscopic play of light and dark¬ 
ness. I didn’t have an epileptic fit; 
nor did I go into a hypnagogic state. 
It wasn’t a drugless high, but it was 
a mind’s eye stimulus. I’d try the 
dreamachine again. 

“I don’t think [the dreama¬ 
chine] really works unless you’ve 
smoked a pipe of hash,” Kenneth 
Anger declares during FlicKeR, 

Nik Sheehan’s documentary about 
the device and its chief creator, the 
writer, painter, and mystic Brion 
Gysin. “I think it’s too dangerous if 
you’ve taken acid,” he adds. You get 
the feeling Anger is speaking from 
experience, even if he doesn’t face a 
dreamachine in front of Sheehan’s 
camera. Such a meeting isn’t neces¬ 


sary, because FlicKeR’s first 15 min¬ 
utes serves up a Who's Who of dreama¬ 
chine enthusiasts in action: Marianne 
Faithfull, Sonic Youth’s Lee Ranaldo, 
and Genesis R Orridge of Psychic 
TV are among those Sheehan cap¬ 
tures sitting and staring — with eyes 
closed — before the contraption’s 
oscillating light. 

The dreamachine makes for 
potent visual imagery, but distill¬ 
ing or truly conveying its effect is a 
tougher task for a filmmaker, even 
if Sheehan’s camera briefly stares 
directly into one (and later, incor¬ 
porates Tony Conrad’s 1965 film 
The Flicker, a potent projector-based 
dreamachine corollary). For Sheehan, 
the mechanism provides a kinetic 
introduction to or threshold into, a 
portrait of the late Gysin. Though 
Gysin — who invented the Cut-Up 
literary methods popularized by best 
friend William S. Burroughs — is 
a shadowy figure to hang a feature- 
length film portrait on, FlicKeR’s 
hopping, skipping, and jumping 
approach to his life at least energizes 
his enigma. 

In Victor Bockris’ 1981 interview 


collection With William S. Burroughs: 
A Report From the Bunker (Seaver), 
Burroughs — who also says, typi¬ 
cally, “[Gysin] taught me everything 
I know about painting” — relates 
Gysin’s description of a milk bar just 
after a terrorist blast: “People were 
lying around with their legs cut off, 
spattered with maraschino cherries, 
passion fruit, ice cream, brains, pieces 
of mirror and blood.” Without a liv¬ 
ing subject, Sheehan must turn to 
various vivid Gysin acquaintances 
— mirror man Ira Cohen and a spry 
John Giorno, for example — to bring 
across similar illustrations of anarchic 
spirit. In the process, offhand obser¬ 
vations come to mind: Genesis P. 
Orridge has transformed herself into 
a sisterly peer of rad auntie Faithfull 
(who praises Gysin’s warmth in her 
autobiography, where she’s largely 
disdainful of all men), for one. It’s 
easy to lose sight of Gysin amid such 
colorful characters, but FlicKeR is 
steadfast in its belief that Gysin is 
influential; a variety of academics use 
Gysin as a gateway to discussions of 
everything from the changing nature 
of terrorism to iPods. 

He may not be the center of 
20th-century history, but Gysin’s 
influence on the present is undeni¬ 
able. This is partly due to another 
wave of ’60s resurgence. FlicKeR 
kicks off “Stoned Apocalypse,” a Joel 
Shepard-curated Yerba Buena Center 


for the Arts series that includes a pro¬ 
gram devoted to the legendary light 
shows that overtook late-’60s music 
concerts. While most people associate 
such light shows with rock music, the 
new collection, The San Francisco Tape 
Music Center: 1960s Counterculture 
and the Avant-Garde (University of 
California Press, 322 pages, $27.50), 
explores its links to avant-garde cin¬ 
ema and music in the Bay Area. 

The dreamachine-like notion and 
practice of live cinema is building 
momentum in recent years, thanks to 
practitioners such as Bruce Fletcher, a 
new surge of interest in Conrad, and 
a 2007 San Francisco Cinematheque 
series that inspired an anthology of 
writing on the subject. Last year at the 
San Francisco Museum of Modern 
Art, Anthony McCall’s installation 
You and I, Horizontal filtered Conrad’s 
and Gysin’s ideas about pure light into 
a communal rather than individual 
experience so potent it was akin to 
near-death or first-moments-of-life. 
That which flickers still illuminates, 
and it may soon turn into a piercing 
beam of light, sfbg

REVIEW The year is 1976, the American Bicentennial, and snooty 
British wine seller Steven Spurrier (Alan Rickman) decides to 
organize a blind taste test, pitting French wine against the then-fledgling 
California wine. While in Napa he meets Jim Barrett (Bill Pullman), a 
perfectionist, and his long-haired surf bum son Bo (Chris Pine). Impressed 
by Barrett’s Chateau Montelena chardonnay, Spurrier hopes to include it 
in the competition. It isn’t too difficult to see where all of this is headed, 
not only because the outcome of the 1976 blind taste test is obvious every 
time we drink wine produced in the Napa Valley, but also because Bottle 
Shock isn’t exactly blazing any new territory. The characters are all famil¬ 
iar: an earnest father, his slacker son, and a budding Mexican vintner 
ready to get out from under the thumb of his white boss. The subplots 
are equally familiar: a strained father-son relationship and a love triangle. 
Nevertheless, there is something warm and charming about Bottle Shock. 
It’s one of those based-on-a-true-story, America-as-underdog movies that 
are as predictable as they are hard to resist. (Amber Humphrey)

BOTTLE SHOCK opens Wed/6 in Bay Area theaters. 
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Isabel Coixet (2003’s My Life Without Me), Elegy is 
a sad but tender film about growing old and falling 
in love. David Kepesh (Ben Kingsley) is a respect¬ 
able college professor with a weakness for beauti¬ 
ful women whose promiscuity is put to rest after 
he falls head over heels for his student Consuela 
(Penelope Cruz). Despite being 30 years his junior, 
Consuela commits to Kepesh wholeheartedly, only 
to become disillusioned by her lover’s unbearable 
jealousy and obsessive fear that sooner or later 
she’s bound to leave him for someone younger. 
Cruz (whose acting abilities seem to have matured 
a lot after Volver) gives an amazing performance. 
Too bad the great deal of complexity and depth 
she lends to her character are somewhat com¬ 
promised by Elegy’s unfortunate ending. (1:46)

The Forsaken Land The San Francisco Film 
Society’s “SFFS Screen” series presents this fam¬ 
ily drama — a 2005 Cannes award-winner — set 
amid the Sri Lankan Civil War. (1:48) Sundance 
Kabuki. 

Hell Ride Quentin Tarantino produced this biker- 
movie throwback starring Michael Madsen. (1:23) 
Bridge, Shattuck. 

The Judge and the General A product of 
Chile’s socio-economic elite and career 
beneficiary of nepotistic appointments, Judge 
Juan Guzman seemed a conservative choice 
to lead an investigation of now-late dicta¬ 
tor Augusto Pinochet’s alleged human rights 
violations — which rumored kidnappings and 
execution squads (most in the years immediately 
following Salvador Allende’s 1973 overthrow) 
he admits long thinking were mere “Communist 
propaganda.” But as Guzman took his task in 
surprising earnest — traversing the country to 
excavate secret burial sites, interview survivors 


and accrue damning evidence, all while under 
heavy guard against loyalist assassins — he 
realized the “golden bubble” he’d lived in was 
delusional. Forensics revealed “the disappeared” 
included people shot before their purported “car 
accidents.” Others were thrown from helicop¬ 
ters while shackled to railroad ties. One elderly 
couple here recounts being forced to make a 
Sophie’s Choice-type decision between the lives 
of their activist daughter and infant grandchild. 

A notorious former secret police torturer blandly 
describes preferred genital-electroshock tech¬ 
niques from his private prison cell, which looks 
as comfy as a middle-class living room. This fine 
US-Chile coproduction, directed by Elizabeth 
Farnsworth and Patricio Lanfranco Leverton, 
offers an inspiring portrait of an initially reluctant 
but courageous crusader who refused to let his 
right-wing background blind him to the pursuit 
of justice. But the documentary is also a chilling 
reminder that some extremism simply can’t be 
shamed into extinction. Even after Pinochet’s 
crimes had been absolutely proven, diehard sup¬ 
porters at his 2006 funeral (which gave him the 
final “out” from any real punishment) screamed 
at protestors, “Communist faggots! They killed 
your relatives because they were losers!” Ugh. 
(1:22) Roxie. (Harvey) 

Man on Wire In 1974,25-year-old Frenchman 
Philippe Petit and accomplices sneaked to the 
roofs of the nearly-completed World Trade 
Center, then the world’s tallest structure. There, 
after eluding guards and stretching a cable 
between the two towers, he did an early morning 
tightrope walk — back and forth for 45 minutes, 
a quarter-mile up in the sky, netless, and (of 
course) instantly infamous, impressing even the 
police summoned to yank him off the wire and 


into custody. Crafted by director James Marsh, he 
of the very different I/I//scoa7s/a7 Death Trip (1999) 
and jet-black comedy The King (2005), as a non¬ 
fiction flashback heist flick — sometimes a little 
too self-consciously so — this documentary is 
absorbing, simply for recording an extraordinary, 
if extraordinarily foolish, deed accomplished via 
one man’s obsessive will. That will be enough for 
many viewers, though some may wish Marsh and 
his now middle-aged but still show-offy subject 
weren’t so intent on preserving the latter’s mys¬ 
tery at the cost of greater character insight? Is it 
churlish to wonder just how this kid afforded so 
many preparatory transatlantic trips? Why did his 
girlfriend and closest pals found it “natural” to 
cut ties with him (or vice versa) once he’d become 
a celebrity? If there’s a not-quite-so-inspirational 
side to this tale, Marsh and company have con¬ 
spicuously left it on the cutting room floor.

E Bustin’ Down the Door Endless Summer, 
Gidget, the Beach Boys, and other entities 
may have made surfing something of a national 
craze — more as image than actual practice — by 
the mid-’60s, but the sport remained a somewhat 
insular world for years afterward. According to 
Jeremy Gosch’s new documentary, that changed 
for keeps a decade later, in large part due to 
a group of foreigners (South Africans Shaun

Bartholomew, Mark Richards, Peter Townend, and 
Ian Cairns) who showed up without fanfare at the 
traditional wave mecca of Oahu’s North Shore. 
They quickly created their own fanfare, bringing 
brash homegrown styles to their “performances” 
both in and out of the water. In particular, the 
way most of the Ozzies gleefully milked press 
attention, made arrogant, perhaps unknowingly 


insensitive remarks, and pursued competitive 
prizes set the mold for today’s highly commercial¬ 
ized pro surfing circuit. It also pissed the bejesus 
out of tough Hawaiians who saw their hubris as 
final-straw cultural theft — white outsiders grab¬ 
bing the last/best local tradition just as they’d 
previously appropriated the islands themselves. 
Making use of much vintage wave footage as well 
as revealing 30-years-later interviews (plus some 
very good musical choices), Bustin’ ultimately 
puts the usual surf-doc happy face on a testy 
transitional period.

The X-Files: I Want to Believe During the height 
of my own personal X-Philia, I was into the whole 
government-conspiracy storyline — but I lived 
for the stand-alone episodes, particularly if 
monsters were involved. The X-Files: I Want to 
Believe plays like an extended one of the latter 
eps, but without any particularly scary moments, 
and with far too many scenes of Scully (Gillian 
Anderson) and Mulder (David Duchovny) — now 
a full-fledged couple, yet still calling each other 
by their last names — debating whether or not to 
believe, chiefly, the psychic abilities of a pedophile 
ex-priest (Billy Connolly) who seems to know an 
awful lot about the several missing women in his 
snowy small town. With the built-in accessibil¬ 
ity of the Scully and Mulder characters, plus the 
benefit of several years having passed since the 
TV show’s past-its-prime later seasons, there’s no 
reason why director/cowriter Chris Carter should 
have settled for such an eh storyline. Yeah, there 
are some startling moments. But there are plenty 
that feel way too familiar, and worse, uncompel¬ 
ling. The X-Files was rad for many reasons, not the 
least of which was an offbeat sense of humor and 
wonder all but absent in this second big-screen 
effort.

E XXY Alex (Ines Efron), the emotional focal 
point of Lucia Puenzo’s XXY, is a moody, 
unpredictable 15-year-old.

a secret, even in the process of feeling her way, 
via impulse and reflection, toward an under¬ 
standing of what, exactly, that self is. Alex was 
born intersex, with both male and female sexual 
characteristics, and raised female (perhaps based 
on test results and the best guesses of doctors, 
though this is never stated outright). Her parents, 
Kraken (Ricardo Darin), a marine biologist, and Suli 
(Valeria Bertuccelli), decided to forgo a so-called 
normalizing surgery for Alex: in essence, a dubious 
attempt to impose a firm gender identity at birth. 
Without ever fully conquering their own unease 
and fears for a beloved child, they have left her in 
possession of the facts and the right to make her 
own choices — an emotional, improvised, and at 
times visceral process. Puenzo’s first full-length 
film, XXY is beautifully shot by cinematographer 
Natasha Braier and, save for a few false notes, 
well scripted — its silences and ambiguities and 
transfixing images engaging our imagination and 
sympathy. However, much of the credit for its suc¬ 
cesses (it has won numerous international awards, 
including several at Cannes in 2007 and Frameline 
2008’s audience award for best feature) falls to 
Efron’s portrayal of Alex, whom we come to view 
with that same potent compound of emotions that 
she raises in those who watch over her in the film.

Planned Parenthood says the Mirena 
IUD has fewer side effects, but isn’t that just 
the same hormone? So I’ll be just as sick, but 
out more money? I think I’d just as soon get my 
tubes tied. Do you have any better suggestions 
or is it all the same bullshit?

I Hate Everything 

Dear Thing: 

I get it! You’re miserable. It’s bound to happen 
sometimes when the system you’re messing 
with is inextricably bound up with metabolism, 
mood, libido, and even whether you’re going to 
have zits or not. Perhaps hormonal birth control 
is not for you? 

Usual caveats (I’m not a doctor, etc.), but 
I have two suggestions for you — beyond 
the Mirena, which is greatly beloved by most 
of its many users and really does have fewer 
side effects, mostly just break-through bleed¬ 
ing. The subject of permanent birth control, 
especially for women, always raises these inter¬ 
esting issues of self-determination and even 
self-knowledge. At the risk of sounding either 
paternalistic in the old-time doctory mode or, 

I guess, TTMternalistic (as a smugly parental 
parent addressing the childless), people change 
their minds. People change their lives, or their 
lives are changed for them, and there you go. 

If you are absolutely sure this could not pos¬ 
sibly ever apply to you, I think this new thing, 
Essure, is a great option. It’s a pair of tiny coils 
inserted in a quickie outpatient procedure. 

The company claims that it’s covered by most 
insurance plans, and I believe it’s covered by 
Medicaid in 46 states. If you can find a way 
to get it, I’d say it has you written all over it
